Report calls foundation informal, unstructured

“The CSUS Foundation is operat- 
Ing in too informal and unstructured a 
manner to promote good accounting 
controls.” according to the first draft 
of a report being prepared for the 
foundation by the accounting firm of 
Touche & Ross Co 


The Touche & Ross Co. isa private 
accounting firm hired by the foun- 
dation to conduct an audit of foun- 
dation books for the 1975-76 fiscal 
year. The unsigned draft specifies 
humerous faults within the foun- 
dation. According to an auditor em- 
Ployed by Touche & Rogs, neither the

administration or the foundation have 
received copies of this first draft. 


The CSUS Foundation generates 
and handles federal grant monies for 
faculty and student research. It is one 
of five non-profit auxiliary foun- 
dations at CSUS. 

The draft states that controller and 
acting director Hugh Michelson “does 
not have sufficient time to adequately 
supervise accounting personnel or to 


be aware of their individual duties and 
responsibilities.” The report suggests 
the addition of management level ex- 
pertise to help resolve this problem 
According to the draft, no 


Procedures or policy manual exists at 


present. “This piaces a burden on the 


foundation, and the source of in- 
formation on procedures reside only 
in a limited number of people,” states 
the draft. It also says that duties and 
responsibilities have become vague, 
overlapped, or forgotten due to tur- 
never 


The draft suggests that work 
should begin immediately to institute 
improvements 


The draft said the foundation 
should more fully utilize its computer 
in the accounting of checks, revenues, 


~~ 
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and expenditures. 


The firm suggests more crosstrain- 
ng is necessary. On one occasion, ac 
cording to the draft, the purchasing 
agent was on vacation and his work 
was left to accumulate on his desk 
Purchase orders were issued by other 
staff “without inquiring into the prop- 
riety of the offered supplies and ser- 


vices.” 


A formal document of cash 
receipts and disbursements has not 
been performed since July 1975, ac- 
cording to the draft. Payroll and ex- 
penditure check numbers overlap

CSUS legal assistance 
offers free counseling

The Legal Assistance Program at 
CSUS is now in its fifth year of provid- 
ing free legal counseling to students 

The program, which is funded by 
the Associated Students. is run by an 
attorney and two senior law students 
from the McGeorge Law School 
They are available from 40 to $0 hours 
a week to counsel students with legal 
problems, according to David Het- 
tinger, the program's attorney 

“We counsel, we don't really prac- 
tice law here,” said Hettinger 

Title V of the State Education 
Code authorizes the use of student 
government funds to provide legal as- 
sistance for students. However, such 
legal counseling may only be used to 
assist students to determine if they 
need lega! help and to refer them to 
competent legal counsel, Hettunger 
said 

“We do not represent students in 
court because we can't,” he said. “Ifa 
student needs an attorney, that’s what 
I tell him, and we start looking at 
where he can retain an attorney.” 

Hettinger said he tries to refer 
students to organizations, such as the 
Community Legal Service at 
McGeorge or the Lawyers Referral 
run by the county, where they can get 
free or inexpensive help 

Hettinger, who is a Practicing at- 
torney in Sacramento with a 


background in legal aid, was hired for | 


the program last year. He got involved 
with the program for a number of 
reasons, one being past experience 


“As an undergraduate, | had a 


number of problems,” Hettinger said 
“The only way | could get help was to 


go downtown and pay for it. I didn’t, { 


and | got hurt.” 
The idea of having such a service 
for students is a good one, said Het- 


unger. He enjoys working with | 


students and feels he has the right kind 
of commitment for the job 


David Bader, a graduate of CSUS, | 


and Doug Noll are involved in the 
Program through work - study. Each 
handles about one - third of the work, 
all of which is reviewed by Hettinger. 

Last year, in 10 months of service, 
the program helped approximately 
2,000 students, Hettinger said. 

About 40 per cent of the problems 
handled by the program are landlord - 
tenant problems, according to Bader. 
Other common probiems are marital 
problems, smail claims suits, criminal 
Problems and clearing records. 

“We're sort of an information 
center sometimes,” Hettinger said. 
“Say a student's employer isn't paying 
him properly. Maybe he doesn't know 
where to go, but we do.” 


Many problems can be handled by 
a state agency The service identifies 
these types of problems and tells a 
student where he can find welp, Het- 
tinger said

Puses and to send detailed reports on 
these back to Iran. 

More Savak agents are reported to 
be arriving in the U.S. all the time 
Professor Richard Cottam of the 
University of Pittsburgh claims he has 
been told bya U.S. State Department 
official that Savak agents are planning 
to exploit the cooperation of Mafia 
elements to snuff out Iranians disloyal 
to the Shah

will appear as ordinary muggers and

Author Bradbury raps on Science Fiction

He is a poet, a prophet, a visionary, 
a dreamer. He writes of a past so 
remote it touches the edge of 
imagination, of a future so distant it 
crosses the boundaries of thought 
itself, of a present so real*it lulls you 
into a false sense of security. He writes 
of dreams becoming reality and reality 
slipping into dreams. His hauntingly 
beautiful style is as unique and in- 
dividual as that of any author alive 
today. He is Ray Bradbury 


Last Saturday, Bradbury en- 
thralled a large audience ata banquet 
capping the California Reading As- 
sociation’s annual convention at Sac- 
ramento’s Memona! Auditorium The 
author of such well - known books as 
Dandelion Wine, The Martian 


Chronicles, Farenheit 451, and The 
IMustrated Man arrived in Sac- 
ramento on AmTrack. Despite living 
his entire life in a world of Space travel 
and futunstic technology, Bradbury 
has never driven a car or flown in an 
airplane 


Cryptically entitled “A Few Words 
from the Bastard Son of Emily Dic- 
kinson and Edgar Allen Poe, or Brad- 
bury out of Melville by Hawthorne,” 
the address shed fascinating light on 
the roots and philosophy of a master 
of fantasy 


Bradbury dispelled the commonly 
held notion that he is a science fiction 
wnter. “That label has stuck to me but 
it’s really not true,” he explained. “I'm 
a strange combination of writers. 'ma 
fantasist. 'm an idea writer.” 

The author considers himseif the 
son of many different writers and the 





product of many loves. He feels a huge 
kinship with such authors as 
Shakespeare, George Bernard Shaw, 
and Edgar Rice Burroughs. His 
boyhood loves, all of which are 
featured in his stones, include smal! 
town summers, the circus, magic, 
early radio and motion pictures 
“When King Kong first fell off the Em- 
pire State Building he landed right on 
top of me,” said Bradbury. “I was 
beautifully killed by Kong.” 


Bradbury landed his first job at age 
12, reading comic strips to children on 
an eariy radio station. “I was actually 
reading comic stnps, my favorite pas- 
time, on the air. And my reward 
how was | paid? Free tickets to see 
King Kong, the Mummy, and 
Dracula. What a life! Living high on 
the hog and | was only 12! Well, I've 
tried to ive like thai the rest of my 
life.”

Bradbury never deserted the world 
of magic, fantasy, and illusions in 
which he revelled as achild Many of 
his stones concer childhood fantasies 
which turn out to be very real to the 
misfortune of dull, disbelieving grown 
- ups. He wntes of a very unusual 
playroom where monsters are born 
from the fantasies of two quiet, bored 
children, of a space explorer who, 
while leing burnt to death, becomes a 
shooting star, of an automated house 
which survives the death of its oc- 
cupants and the end of avilization 


Of course, today’s fantasy and 
science fiction is tomorrow's reality, a 
concep! central to Bradbury's writing. 
“Everything that afflicts or touches or 
changes us in any way was once 
science fiction,” said the author, “No 
wonder I'm in the field Imagine if, 20 
years ago, I had dared to write a short 
Story about a girl in Schenectedy who 
swallowed a pill, and when the pill hit 
her stomach and ovaries the columns 
in front of the Vatican shattered. | ure 
science fiction'™ 


Bradbury is fascinated by the 
boundless possibilities of space flight 
He cares little for the scientitic or 
technological details, but he is 
obsessed with space travel’s potential 
for expanding the human spirit. He 
sees Earth as the seedbed planet, a 
jumping - off piace for humanity. In 
Bradbury's words, “Even if we clean 
up the skies of Earth, rebuild the cities 
improye the small towns, which we 
will do inthe next 20 years, that will do 
Us NO good if we stay on Earth and die 
Which eventually we will do. the 
whole race We can't stay here 
indefinitely because of our unstable 
sun 


One of Bradbury's lifelong dreams 
came true the day humans first set foot 
on the moon. Invited to appear that 
everung on the David Frost Show 
Bradbury became miffed when most 
of the show was devoted to Englebert 
Humperdink and Sammy Davis. Jr 
The author continues the story *] 
began to breathe heavily. | went out to 
the parking iot and the producer ran 
vut and asked where | was going | 
said ‘I don’t know. | came out for air 
but I think I'm leaving * The producer 
told me I wasn't nice. and | rephed 
Let’s get our priorities straight 
YOU'RE not nice. I don’t like you and 
| HATE David Frost.’ The next mor- 
ning | was so proud. The headline ina 
London newspaper said, ‘Armstrong 
walks at 2 a.m. Bradbury walks at 
midnight.” ” 


That same night, Bradbury talked 
to some skeptical intellectuals. “It 
took as five billion years to reach the 
moon,” the author recalls ranting 
“Five billion years ago the Earth 
cooled, the first rains fell, the oceans 
formed, animal cells crawled out on 
land and made spines for themselves, 
hid in caves, harvested the first crops 
built the cities, envied the birds 
looked at the stars! And finally, afte 
five billion years, we reach up anc| 
touch the moon and you refuse tc; 
celebrate” To hell with you, TC) 
HELL WITH you!

Police hunt for cars 
with stolen stickers 


Cars tound with stolen decals on 
them will be towed to a local garage 
says CSUS Police Lt. Norman Scarr 
Persons using stolen decals will have 
to pay at least $51 to get their cars 
back 

The $51 charge includes a $22 tow- 
ing tee, a$4 4 day storage fee and a $25 
ciation for possession of a stolen 
decal. Scarr says the reason for the ac- 
tion is to curtail the number of decal 
thefts. The thefts have posed a con- 
tinuing problem for the CSUS Police 
Department 

Earlier in the semester. the Police 
placed three to four parking officers 
on fulltime assignment to check for 
stolen decals 

Now, after a decal theft slowdown. 
one officer checks the campus parking 
lots twice a week The decal hot list 
presently has 60 stolen deca! numbers 
on it SO of these were stolen this 
semester and 10 were stolen during 


previous semesters 

A Datsun 260 Z was the first 
vebicle towed away, said Scarr Ihe 
owner came by the campus police 
department to report his car as stolen 
Searr said. He was then told his car 
had been impounded and was cited for 
possession of a stolen decal. Asked 
where he got the decal, the student 
replied, “I found it in a parking lot 

Students who may have unwit 
tingly purchased a hot decal can 
appeal the $25 citation in court: But 
Searr said, “If a person buys a deca! 
secondhand, the court generally as 
sumes that the person knows it is 
stolen.” 

Searr also added that there ix n. 
way for persons to avoid receiving 
citations by going directly to the 
garage to pick up their cars. A release 
from the CSUS Police Department is 
required to release the cars from the 
garage 


Native American Says new 
burial legislation is toothless

You don't hear a lot about grave 
robbers these days unless you ask a 
Native Amencan. They have been 
watching bead collectors paw through 
the bones of their ancestors for years. 

Existing law is supposed to protect 
these sites but is “not enforcibic 
because of the way it was written,” 
says Frank LaPena, director of Native 
American Studies at CSUS. 

At first, it looked like Assembly 
Bill #4239 would finally protect Native 
Amenican burial sites — the way it was 
originaliy written. 

The new law wouid have es- 
tablished a Native American Com- 
mission to catalogue sacred areas. The 
Commission would consist of nine 
members, six to be chosen from elders 
or active members of various tribes in 
California. 

In addition, the Commission 
would control the use of ceremonial 
places and shnnes on public property 
and make an appeal for the ac 


quisition of such sites on private land 

In addition, the bill would also 
have made it a crime to disturb or 
remove any articles from a place 
designated as a Native American 
bunal site. 

But that was before the bill was 
amended. The legislation became 
“ambiguous . . . limited in approach 
with no teeth of enforcement,” says 
Arthur Pheland, Sr., Native American 
Archaeology Consultant to the 
Califorma Department of Transpor- 
tation and Bureau of Indian Affairs. 
He is also a consultant to the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley and 
Davis. 

Slated to go into effect Jan. 1, the 
bill reduces the Native American 
Commission's role to a simple 
cataloging operation. In order to 
prosecute, under the amended biil, it is 
necessary to make an appeal to the At- 
torney General. The combination of 
cataioging these areas with such an 
involved process to prosecute 
violators will, Pheland criticizes, 


“open the door to vandalism.” 

The bill allocates $30,000 to the 
Commission to catalogue these areas, 
with the burden of proof on the Com 
mission, and will not reimburse any 
other agencies which aid the Com- 
mission in its efforts. 

Archaeologist Fritz Reidell, wor- 

king for the state commented that 
Native Americans “didn’t get as fair a 
shake as they might have.” He added 
that the bill was a forward step. but 
they still need the “machinery to do 
more.” 
Pheland said that it will nave a 
“token affect. It's a bad bill but there is 
no other bill. I'm going to push for 
amendments to clarify it.” 

Both LaPena and Pheland cited 
the existing law in Mendocino County 
as the goal. This law is carefully 
written and defines the burial sites, 
measures to be taken upon the dis- 
covery of such a site, and how 
violators are to be treated. LaPena 
said “It's working because people are 
involved.”

The International Association of 
Students in Economics and 
Management (AIESEC) offers 
internships in 55 foreign countries for 
economics and business students. 

AIESEC, a student - run, non - 
profit organization, was founded in 
1948 by students from seven European 
countnes who wanted to rebuild their 
war - torn countries and improve 
international relations. 

AIESEC’s goals are to promote 





international understanding and 
cooperation, to aid in the social and 
economic advance ment of developing 
nations and to complement students’ 
theoretical education with practical 
management experience. 

To be eligible for an internship, a 
student must be a junior and have 
sohcited a company’s participation in 
the AIESEC program. Participating 
firms include Wells Fargo Bank, IBM, 
General Electric and Bank of 
Amenica. 

During the spring of each year, 





Economic, business internships offered 


internship offers are taken to the 
AIESEC International Congress, a 
meeting. of all member nations, to 
match qualifiec| student applicants 
with their job offers. 

If a company finds a student 
nominee unacceptabie, they return the 
student's nomination forms to 
AIESEC with a letter stating their ob- 
jections. A second candidate is then 
submitted for consideration. Last year 
less than five percent of all nominees 
were rejected 

The internship generally takes 





place during the summer and lasts 
between eight weeks and 18 months 
Companies accepting AIESEC 
interns agree to pay them a stipend 
sufficent to cover their hving ex- 
Penses while on the internship 
Stipends usually range from a 
mMinumun of $90 toa maximum of $125 
per week

week by providing full or partial travel 
grants to students from developing

Frostbite 
treatment 
warnings 


With the winter season near us, and 
snow and frost on the way, here area 
few tips on how to treat frostbite while 
m the high country 


Never rub the frostbitten area 
with snow Rubbing will increase the 
risk of gangrene 


In giving first aid to a frostbitten 
Person, cover the affected area with a 
warm hand or woolen matenal 
Hands may be tucked under the 
armpits 


Get che victim inside 

Place the frostbitten part in 
lukewarm (not hot) water, or wrap in 
blankets 


Let circulation re - establish 
itself naturally 


Give a warm, non - alcoholic 


drink 


When fingers or toes are in- 
volved, encourage gentle exercise after 
they have been warmed. Never use hot 
water bottles or heat lamps 


According to George Denend, 
public information vice president for 
the Sacramento Safety Council, 
Symptoms of frostbite are pink skin 
just before it develops, changing to 
white or a greyish - yellow color 
Initial pain quickly subsides and the 
victim feels cold and numb but 
usually msot people are not aware that 
they have frostbite 

“Remember,” says Denend, “If you 
akon are getting frostbite, try to 

keep the affected areas warm. Do all 

you can to insure circulation to the 

trostbitten part. Get out of the 

weather, and most of all, think about 
* what you are doing.”

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Colorado prof vanishes; 
CIA may open its files 


A federal court in Denver is 
scheduled to decide whether it will 
order the Central Intelligence Agency 
to make public its files on the bizarre 
disappearance of a University of 
Colorado history professor seven 
years ago 

The Professor, Thomas Riha. 
vanished on the evening of March 15, 
1969 after dining with some friends in 
Boulder, Colorado 

According to The Los Angeles 
Times, The Riha story sounds like 
something out of a James Bond 
thriller -- involving hints of C1A and 
FBI involvement; a suicide: and 
cyanide poisonings 

Riha was a 
Czechoslovakia and often visited 
Eastern Europe on his vacations 


native of 


Many of his close associates believe he 


was either working tor the CIA, or 
perhaps was a double agent for a 
Somet Intelligence Agency 

The only physical trace of the 
professor is that his wedding ring was 
found a few months later in the home 
of a Denver plastics manufacturer 
That man died shortly afterwards of 
potassium cyanide poisoning 

The CIA recently revealed that it 
has sources who have reported seeing 
Professor Riha alive and well in 
C mchoslovakia; but the CIA has 
declined to reveal its sources or release 
its files on the case 

As a result, a federal judge in 
Denver has stated he will rule next 
week whether the CIA should con- 
tinue to keep its Riha files locked up 
“in the interests of national security”

Bob Seger and his Silver Bullet Band just recently released their Night Moves album on the ( apito!l tabe! 


The hard driving rock sounds of 
Bob Seger and his Silver Bullet Band 
will fill the men’s gym Nov. 18 at 7:30 
p.m. The show is being presented by 
the ASI in conjunction with B&G 
Productions. Admission to the 
concert will be $3.95 for CSUS 
students, $4.95 yeneral and $5.50 at 
the door 

Bob Seger has been rock‘n’ rolling 
and making great music since the mid - 
sixties and now he finally is receiving 
the long - overdue national, and even 
international, recognition he so as- 
suredly deserves. 

Although Seger has had 
phenomenal success in the mid - west 
for years, he has built a loyal following 
throughout the country with extensive 
tounng (an average of 260 days a 
year.) Seger’s popularity spread 
beyond a cult following when the rock 
music spotlight focused on him in 
1976 after Capitol released his Live 
Bullet album in April and it quickly 
shot up the charts. The album, 
recorded at two soldout shows at 
Cobo Hall in Seger’s hometown of 
Detroit, captured the artist and his 
Silver Bullet Band in top form. Con- 
taining 14 of the songs that had Seger 
fans smiling for years, Live Bullet in- 
troduced a great many new listeners to 
Seger’s mastery of the rock ‘n’ roll 
form and the album outsold all! of his 
previous efforts. After so many years 
it was irome that his ninth album 
generated enough attention to get him 
nominated for “Best New Male 
Vocalist” and “Best New Group” for 
the 1976 Rock Music Awards 

Seger now has a new studio album, 
Night Moves, which lives up to the 
reputation for first - rate rock which 
he has been spreading.

“I don't race for the money.” said 

Murray “This season my winnings 
amounted to only $150.

Gridders crap out in Reno

The CSUS Hornets football team 
went to Univensty of Nevada, Reno 
Saturday, gambling on a new defense 
in hopes of getting their first win of the 
season. And like six of eight previous 
clubs who have faced the Wolfpack, 
the gamble didn’t pay off, as the 
Hornets lost 42-27 

The Hornets were employing their 
new split - four defensive alignment 
which was designed to put pressure on 
Reno's excellent quarterback Jeff 
Tisdel The new defense added 
strength to the Sacramento pass rush 
by adding an extra lineman. but 
weakened the secondary. leaving them 
with a three deep backfield 

The Hornet stop unit, working on 
that set for only a week, committed 
some early errors which proved to be 
the deading factor in the contest 
CSUS fell behind 28-9 in the first two 
quarters, and fought an uphill battle 
the rest of the afternoon. Reno scored 
on three runs and a pass over a con- 
tused CSUS secondary 

On the early Reno scores “our 


linebackers missed their reads and our 
backs were confused by their motion 
man,” Coach Glenn Brady said 
“When you change defenses late in the 
season you don't have time to work all 
the bugs out, so you have to work 
them out the game 

“If I had ti all to do over again I 
would sull do the same thing We 
changed the defense because we 
thought it best fit the kind of per- 
sonnel we have,” the coach continued 

The Wolfpack offense was like the 
US forces in the battle of Normandy 
They scored through the air they 
scored on the ground 

Tisdel, the talented junior from 
Sacramento, completed 24 passes for 
300 yards and three TD's Ferguson 
rushed for 120 yards to help balance 
the attack 

The Hornets got on the score board 
with 3.41 left in the first half when 
Quarterback Randy Cantrell scram- 
bled up the middle for a 59 - yard 
touchdown jaunt. The Hornets 
capitalized on a fumble by Paul 
Williams which CSUS recovered on 
the Reno 32

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A Dutch view of the US 
electoral campaign system

The Amencan elections seem to be 
wrapped up in a show - business outfit 
Gerald Ford's last 30 - minute

Here isa man who seeks the highest 
and most powertul office in the world 
and tor at least 25 minutes tnes to con- 
vince the American people that he 1s 
the better politician by showing a 
documentary on his life. For 25 
minutes | learned how good a high - 
schoo! kid, football player, soidier (he 
supposedly shot down one or two 
Japanese Kamakazi bombers) he was 
and, most of all, how good a family 
man he ts 

That really did it. | have much 
respect for Betty Ford, but the five - 
minute, pnme time, super - sen- 
timental romantic love story of Betty's 
struggle for lite and her and Gerald's 
devotion for each other made me cry 
trom laughter 

I strongly sugvest the Ford family 
to go into the soap - opera business. 
They would make a sure winner 

In Holland, a politiaan who seeks 
public office and comes up with such 
completely non-political information 
better not hope to get elected for any 
itfice higher than dog catcher in The 
Hague 

Not only do the Dutch people care 
very little about a politician's 
background and the relations with the 
rest of his family, there is also very lit- 
tle ime for such things 

It you represent, say, the Catholic 
Party and seek to win am election, 
most of your ume will be taken up by 
defending your views on political is- 
sues in countless face-to-face and 
heart-to-heart debates with can- 
didates from all 15 political parties 
that now have seats in the Dutch 
Parliament 

Ford had a good reason not to sit

“Oh, weil,” my friend replied, “I've 
never heard of the cat. You know, } 
don’t follow that sort of thing ver 
closely.” 

“Jesus Chnst,” I said to myself as 
he walked on and left me completely 
stunned This guy is a junior at a 
university and he doesn’t even know 
the name of the most talked about 
presidential candidate 

Since then I learned of many more 
students wHo didn’t have the faintesi 
idea of what went on in the elections 

Apathy in this country is just 
unreal. The networks were more o1 
less surprised about the large turnout 
at last Tuesday's election 55 per 
cent was a lot more than anybody had 
ever expected 

Fifty - five per cent: That's a joke 
That's nothing In most of the 
Furopean countnes they are disap- 


sagan 
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pointed witha 75 per - cent turnout. 

Those millions of potential voters 
are probably too turned off by the 
Democratic and Republican parties to 
vote anymore. They didn't vote this 
time and won't next time 

The non - voting public could be 
seen as a huge power vacuum, but 
none of the minonty parties seem to be 
able to catch on to it. 

That does not surpnse me at all. | 
covered several of the minority 
presidential candidates for the Hornet 
and as far as I'm concerned, they are 
all a bunch of nuts. When it comes to
